Alberta cops 
could seize 
speeders' 
vehicles 

Alberta will consider giv¬ 
ing police the authority 
to immediately seize the 
vehicles of people caught 
driving at extreme speeds 
as one way to reduce 
highway deaths and 
injuries. 

Transportation Minis¬ 
ter Ric Mclver said speed¬ 
ing is rampant in the 
province and noted that 
police recently nabbed 
two pickup trucks roar¬ 
ing down Highway 63 
between Edmonton and 
Fort McMurray at 180 
km/h. 

“I think it is worth 
looking at. I think it is 
worth it for me hearing 
out Albertans’ opinions 
on this to see if they 
would support it,” Mclver 
said. 

In 2009, Alberta’s po¬ 
lice chiefs asked the prov¬ 
ince’s solicitor general to 
allow on-the-spot seizure 
of vehicles belonging to 
drivers caught speeding 
more than 50 km/h over 
the limit, but the govern¬ 
ment turned them down. 

A similar policy 
brought in by British Col¬ 
umbia in 2010 for people 
caught driving more 
than 40 km/h over the 
speed limit has resulted 
in 10,387 vehicles being 
seized and impounded 
for a minimum of seven 
days. 

Within one year, the 
number of fatal and 
injury-related crashes re¬ 
lated to speeding was cut 
in half to 105 compared 
to the previous five-year 
average, according to the 
B.C. Ministry of Justice. 

Mclver said the gov¬ 
ernment hasn’t made any 
decisions yet, but it only 
makes sense to review 
B.C.’s numbers to see if 
such a policy would work 
in Alberta, the Canadian press

Most Edmonton drivers 
have a piece of “pet-peeve 
pavement,” says Conn. 
Kerry Diotte. 

“One of the things I 
hear time and time again 
is people want to see really 
good roads,” he told Metro. 
“A lot of people drive, a lot 
of people are cyclists.” 
Inquiries and complaints 


— despite major roadwork 
over the last few years — 
prompted Diotte to ask for 
a list of the 10 worst major 
roads and what is being 
done to fix them. 

Transportation staff com¬ 
piled a list online, as roads 
are assessed for “surface 
distress” and “ride comfort” 
every two years, and struc¬ 
tural integrity every five 
years. 

Roads are then ranked 
from 0 to 10, with higher 
numbers meaning better 
condition. 

The lowest-rated, at 0.1, 
is 63 Avenue from 99 Street 
to Calgary Trail, scheduled 
for reconstruction between 
2012 and 2014. 

Some will be fixed in 
2014, others in 2017, and 


some not at all — though 
many will be co-ordinated 
with future neighbourhood 
renewal. 

There are multiple fac¬ 
tors when it comes to de¬ 
termining which roads are 
fixed first, and an entire 
budget spent on the worst 
would lead to an overall de¬ 
cline in network condition, 
says the city’s website. 

Diotte would like to see 
money shifted to fast-track 
some of the work, but ac¬ 
knowledged it’s a balancing 
act.

The UN Security Council on 
Sunday blamed the S34rian 
government for attacking 
residential areas of the town 
of Houla with artillery and 
tank shelling and also con¬ 
demned the close-range kill¬ 
ings of civilians there — but 
avoided sa 3 dng who was re¬ 
sponsible for the massacre of 
more than 100 men, women 
and children. 

The council said in a press 
statement after an emergency 
meeting that the “outrageous 
use of force” against civilians 
violated international law 
and S 3 n:ian government com¬ 
mitments under previous 
U.N. resolutions to stop all 
violence, including the use of 
heavy weapons in populated 
areas. It said “those respon¬ 
sible for acts of violence must 


be held accountable.” 

It demanded that the Syr¬ 
ian. government immediately 
halt the use of heavy weapons 
and pull its troops out of cit¬ 
ies and towns, and it asked 
UN Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon and the UN observer 
mission in S34ria to continue 
investigating the attacks in 
Houla. 

Britain and France had 
proposed issuing a press 
statement condemning the 
attack on civilians and point¬ 
ing the finger at the S54rian 
government for Friday’s mas¬ 
sacre. But Russia called for an 
emergency council meeting 
saying it first wanted a brief¬ 
ing by Gen. Robert Mood, the 
head of the unarmed UN ob¬ 
server mission.

Vatican. Pope Benedict’s 
butler arrested for leaks 


The Vatican’s investigation into 
the source of leaked documents 
has yielded its first target with 
the arrest of the pope’s butler, 
but the investigation is continu¬ 
ing into a scandal that has em¬ 
barrassed the Holy See by reveal¬ 
ing evidence of intemai power 
struggles, intrigue and corrup¬ 
tion in the highest levels of the 
Catholic Church governance. 

The detention of butler 
Paolo Gabriele, one of the few 
members of the papal house¬ 
hold, capped one of the most 
convulsive weeks in recent 
Vatican history and threw 
the Holy See into chaos as it 
enters a critical phase in its 
efforts to show the world it’s 
serious about compl 3 dng with 
international norms on finan¬ 
cial transparency. 

The tumult began with 
the publication last weekend 
of a book of leaked Vatican 
documents including corres¬ 
pondence, notes and memos 
to the pope and his private 
secretary. It peaked with the 
inglorious ouster on Thurs¬ 



day of the president of the 
Vatican bank. And it conclud¬ 
ed with confirmation Satur¬ 
day that Pope Benedict XVI’s 
own butler was the alleged 
mole feeding documents to 
Italian journalists in an ap¬ 
parent bid to discredit the 
pontiff’s No. 2.

A woman who saw the 
two men fighting sum¬ 
moned a police officer, who 
instructed the naked man 
to back away. When the 
alleged attacker refused 
to comply, the officer shot 
him several times. 

Miami police confirmed 


the shooting in a press re¬ 
lease but did not release 
the identities of the men. 

Police did not provide 
details of the incident, but 
sources told CBS News that 
after the attacker was shot 
dead, police and paramed¬ 
ics were able to rush the 
victim, whose face had 
been mauled to the point 
of being unrecognizable, 
to Jackson Memorial hospi¬ 
tal’s trauma centre.

(Quebec student leaders sig¬ 
nalled on Saturday they may 
be ready to compromise on 
the core of their dispute with 
the government — the prov¬ 
ince’s plan to raise tuition 
fees.

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No evidence civilians died in strike: NATO 



Afghanistan. 

Anonymous official 
contradicts report of 
family members killed, 
but group says it is 
working to find out 
more about allegations 


The U.S.-led coalition on Sun¬ 
day disputed reports that eight 
civihans, including children, 
were killed in a NATO airstrike 
in a remote part of eastern Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

Afghan officials said an 
airstrike Saturday night killed 
eight members of a family. 

But a senior NATO official 
said that so far, there is no evi¬ 


dence of any civilian casualties. 

The official spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anon 5 miity because he 
was not authorized to disclose 
the information. 

Separately, NATO reported 
that three coalition service 
members were killed Sunday 
in eastern Afghanistan — two 
during an insurgent attack and 
one from a roadside bombing. 

Four others, including a 
British soldier, were killed in 
the south on Saturday, bring¬ 
ing to 169 the number of 
NATO deaths in Afghanistan so 
far this year. 

The British Ministry of 
Defence said the soldier was 
killed in an explosion in the 
Nahr-e Saraj region of south¬ 
ern Helmand province. 

The nationahties of the 


other three have not been dis¬ 
closed. 

The coalition said it was 
working to find out more 
about allegations that civilians 
were killed in the NATO oper¬ 
ation that foreign forces were 
conducting Saturday night in 
Paktia province. 

The killing of civilians by 
foreign forces has been a ma¬ 
jor irritant in Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai’s relationship 
with his international part¬ 
ners. 

He warned earher this 
month that civilian casualties 
could undermine a strategic 
partnership with the U.S. that 
is to govern long-term relations 
after most international troops 
withdraw by the end of 2014.

The response from small-time 
investors to Facebook’s debut 
as a pubbc company has been 
equal parts frustration, con¬ 
fusion and bitterness. Fed 
up, some are dumping their 
shares and accepting the losses. 
Others, while miffed, are hold¬ 
ing on and hoping to ride the 
stock’s eventual success. 

Some are irked over reports 
that Morgan Stanley, which 
guided Facebook through its 
public debut, allegedly told 
only some select clients of an 
aniyst’s negative report about 
Facebook before its stock began 
trading May 18. As the lead 


imderwriter for Facebook’s IPO, 
Morgan Stanley was expected to 
set shares at the highest price 
it thinks the market will bear. 
But investors have also come to 
expect that an initial share price 
will be low enough so the stock 
can climb on the first day, when 
interest typically peaks. 

Looking back, some individ¬ 
ual investors say they recognize 
that Facebook’s initial $38 US 
stock price was too lofty. It was 
more than 80 times the com¬ 
pany’s 2011 earnings per share. 
The average for companies in 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
is far cheaper, about 19 times 
earnings. 

Among those who blame 
their brokers is Joshua Freeman, 
who said he bought 200 shares 
in the IPO after his broker at 
Morgan Stanley Smith Barney 
asked if he wanted in.

Raitt said government of¬ 
ficios have been taUdng with 
impacted industries, farmers 
and the mining sector, and the 
reports are that the strike is 
“starting to actually affect their 
operations.”

Richard PhiUips’ captors. 
While Phillips was hailed as 
a hero, crew members allege 
his actions put them in grave 
danger, the associated press 
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Profits at big U.S. companies 
broke records last year, and so 
did pay for CEOs. 

The head of a t 3 q)ical public 
company made $9.6 million 
US in 2011, according to an an¬ 
alysis by The Associated Press 
using data from Equilar, an 
executive-pay research firm. 

That was up more than six 
per cent from the previous 
year, and is the second year in 
a row of increases. The figure 
is also the highest since the AP 
began tracking executive com¬ 
pensation in 2006. 

Companies trimmed cash 
bonuses but handed out more 
in stock awards. For share¬ 
holder activists who have long 
decried CEO pay as exorbitant, 
that was a victory of sorts. 

That’s because the stock 
awards are being tied more 
often to company perform¬ 
ance. In those instances, CEOs

In the small world of big 
CEOs, the perks can be spec¬ 
tacular. Drivers, country- 
club memberships, use of 
company aircraft — those 
splashy extras are fairly rou¬ 
tine. And so are less-splashy 
extras, with companies 
often shouldering the 
cost for the boss’ personal 
financial planning or annual 
physical.

too long, activists say, CEOs 
have been richly rewarded no 
matter how a company has 
fared — “pay for pulse,” as 
some critics call it. 

To be sure, the compan¬ 
ies’ motives are pragmatic. 
The corporate world is under 


a brighter, more imcomfort- 
able spotlight than it was a few 
years ago, before the financial 
crisis struck in the fall of 2008. 

Last year, a law gave share¬ 
holders the right to vote on 
whether they approve of the 
CEO’s pay. The vote is nonbind¬ 
ing, but companies are keen to 
avoid an embarrassing “no.” 

“I think the boards were 
more easily shamed than we 
thought they were,” says Ste¬ 
phen Davis, a shareholder 
expert at Yale University, re¬ 
ferring to boards of directors, 
which set executive pay. 

In the past year, he says, 
“Shareholders foimd their 
voice.” The t 3 q)ical CEO got 
stock awards worth $3.6 mil¬ 
lion in 2011, up 11 per cent 
from the year before. Cash bo¬ 
nuses feU about seven per cent, 
to $2 milhon.

More than 300,000 of us got 
our city tax bills a few days 
ago. 

Paying taxes, whether fed¬ 
eral, provincial or municipal, 
is a fact of life in this country. 
It is through paying taxes that we all benefit from such 
things as universal health care, our education system and 
the like. 

Municipal taxes pay for our police and fire services, 
parks and recreation and similar things that add to the 
quality of life in our city. 

As much as many of us gripe at how much comes off 
our paycheques for tax, most of us are quite willing to 
pay our fair share. We realize that without contributing

for granted would quickly 
disappear. 

It is only when people 
perceive that there is a lack 
of value for money that 
they begin to rebel against a 
tax regime. When it comes 
to civic taxes, I am in that 
category.

we are actually paying.” iceberg when it comes to the 
amount of tax we are actually 
paying. The almost $400 I pay 
for garbage pickup is a tax by a different name. So too are 
the $240 a year I pay for drainage charges and the $72 I pay 
for having water in my home. 

Residential property tax is perhaps the least fair of all 
the taxes we pay. 

Property tax differs in that it’s a tax on an asset rather 
income. Property tax is levied on the full value of the prop¬ 
erty, not the owner’s equity. Those with low income and 
the elderly pay a disproportionate amount of their income 
for property tax. 

In business and government, there is a phenomenon 
known as “project creep.” What starts out as a modest 
initiative with a predetermined cost grows more grandiose 
over time, and the cost escalates. 

If you took a look at the numbers being bandied around 
related to city’s share of the downtown arena, you would 
see what I mean. The almost $l-bilhon pa 5 Troll for city em¬ 
ployees is also a direct result of project creep. 

The city’s current approach to fiscal management is un¬ 
sustainable. We are going to hit a big tax wall sometime in 
the near future and, as usual, some of the most vulnerable 
in our city are going to feel the most pain.

Parenting. Is it ever 
OK to judge mothers 
in the spotlight?

The Olympics are coming this 
summer. If “Mommy Sham¬ 
ing” was up for a medal, there 
would be some fierce competi¬ 
tion. Just how critical can we 
be when it comes to moms and 
their choices? I’ve recently got¬ 
ten some first-hand knowledge 
that proves what a serious issue 
this has become. 

I was shocked when the sim¬ 
ple act of allowing my daughter 
to occasionally put on make-up 
for special events created an 
Internet backlash that didn’t 
just take up mommy message 
boards, but landed a sidebar 
on the Yahoo homepage. While 
I never expected everyone to 
agree with me, because that’s 
just ridiculous, I had no idea 
that so many people would 
choose to make huge assump¬ 
tions about me and my life 
based on a five-minute snap¬ 
shot of my daughter and me. 

I was told that I’m a hor¬ 
rible parent who doesn’t know 
how to discipline my child and 
might be “inviting” predators 
to assault her. All this over hp 
gloss and blush. 

But the more I thought 
about this surprising outrage, 
the more I realized that I was 
just a small blip on the radar for 
mommy shaming everywhere. 

For whatever reason, our 
culture has decided that it’s 
perfectly acceptable to tear 
apart women for their parent¬ 
ing shortcomings. In fact, we 
seem to enjoy it. 

The perfect example might 
be the story of “Tan Mom,” a 
New Jersey woman who was ar¬ 
rested for possibly endangering

her daughter by taking her to 
the tanning bed. 

Patricia Krentcirs seriously 
bizarre appearance sparked 
a media frenzy, discussions 
of tanning addiction and of 
course, concern for Krentcil’s 
five-year-old daughter who 
turned up to school with a se¬ 
vere sunburn. 

But this story has been so 
much more than a mom who 
seems to have a severe addic¬ 
tion. It’s been a huge joke, ap¬ 
pearing on SNL and prompting 
an insulting exchange with Jer¬ 
sey Shore’s Snoolde. Before we 
even know exactly what hap¬ 
pened, we’ve all judged, tried 
and convicted this woman. She 
claims her daughter got burnt 
playing out in the srm, and if 
you see the little girl’s red hair 
and pale complexion, it’s easy 
to assume that she reacts really 
strongly to a little sunlight. 

“Tan Mom” is a reminder 
that addiction can take many 
forms. It might even be a situa¬ 
tion in which this little girl 
needs a new home rmtil her 
mother can come to terms with 
her mental health issues. But 
did it need to be a circus where 
we all point and laugh? 

Whatever the questionable 
parenting practice is, there’s 


probably a group of upstanding 
citizens ready to rip a mom to 
shreds because of it. 

Look at the controversial 
Time magazine cover. Women 
who don’t breastfeed are made 
to feel like horrible failures 
who are selfishly denying their 
children. But now women who 
discuss breastfeeding into the 
toddler years are warned that 
they’re ruining their children 
for the rest of &eir lives. 

The fact is, we all seem to 
feel comfortable passing judg¬ 
ment on parents for big or 


small offences. So often, we see 
extreme stories like “Tan Mom” 
and we don’t have a problem 
piling on the negativity. 

Maybe I’m still a httle defen¬ 
sive, but I think in general that 
the kids will be alright. The 
new generation of littie ones 
will adapt to the cultural chan¬ 
ges just like we have. It’s the 
moms that I worry about. What 
divisive parenting practice will 
come up next, leaving a whole 
new set of moms open to ridi¬ 
cule and hostility? 

Obviously, I think it’s im¬ 


portant to talk about parent¬ 
ing. I do it everyday. I think 
that having discussions about 
parenting practices helps us 
all make more informed deci¬ 
sions. But I also think that this 
openness and communication 
has led to the vilification of 
moms for big and little offenses 
alike. 

We don’t have to agree on 
ever37thing. But as parents, 
maybe we should start trying to 
support each other, even when 
criticism feels like the natural 
reaction.

If an expectant mother hopes 
to limit her chances of giving 
birth to an abnormally large 
baby, new research suggests 
her wisest course of action 
would be to control her own 
weight both before and dur¬ 
ing her pregnancy. 

The study, published in the 
Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion Journal, challenges a 
growing consensus in the 
scientific community that 
elevated glucose levels in 
the mother are primarily 
responsible for overly large 
babies, a condition known as 
macrosomia. 

That data, published in the 
online issue of the Journal of 
Maternal Fetal and Neonatal 
Medicine, found that exces¬ 
sive weight gained during 
pregnancy increased the 
chance of producing a large 
baby regardless of whether 
the mother herself was 
overweight.

The aging population and 
the prevalence of chronic 
diseases are two huge trends 
that will impact careers in 
health care in Canada in com¬ 
ing years. 

“We must think through 
how we organize health¬ 
care services for the growing 
population of seniors,” says 
Judith Shamian, president of 
the Canadian Nurses Associa¬ 
tion, Ottawa, “to make sure 
they stay as healthy and func¬ 
tional and at home for as long 
as possible.” 


According to the Canadian 
Institute of Health Informa¬ 
tion (CIHI), 93 per cent of sen¬ 
iors live at home and that’s 
where they would like to stay 
for as long as possible. 

At the same time, chronic 
diseases such as diabetes, 
heart disease, obesity and 
cancer are now the biggest 
global cost drivers in health 
care, says Shamian. 

Here is a look at how these 
trends may translate into 
health-care careers. 

DISEASE MANAGEMENT 
AND PREVENTION 

By 2025, one in four Can¬ 
adians will be older than the 
age of 65. And three-quarters 



of seniors have at least one 
chronic health condition, 
says Kathleen Morris, direc¬ 
tor of health system analysis 
and emerging issues at CIHI, 
Ottawa. “Today we manage 
the disease,” says Shamian, 
“but we’re not managing the 
lifestyle factors that increase 
the risk of chronic diseases, 
nor the prevention.” 

GERONTOLOGY 

There is a growing need for 
health-care providers who 


speciahze in the elderly. Re¬ 
search shows that seniors 
actually do better when they 
are cared for by doctors who 
speciahze in the care of older 
adults — or geriatricians, says 
Dr. Ken Rockwood, geriatri¬ 
cian, professor and director of 
geriatric medicine research at 
Dalhousie University, Halifax. 

INTEGRATED CARE 

Integrated care will become 
more important with collab¬ 
oration between the different 


health professionals. 

HOME HEALTH CARE 

Home health care is import¬ 
ant for seniors who want to 
remain at home, but also be¬ 
cause people are discharged 
early from hospital and still 
require continuing care, says 
Pam Nordstrom, director of 
the School of Nursing at Mount 
Royal University in Calgaiy. 

TECHNOLOGY 

Engineering and computer 


sciences have a role in health 
care because they can help 
make a home and public fa- 
cihties more senior friendly — 
from memory aids to bigger 
utensils and shower chairs. 

SUPPORT SERVICES 

Manpower forecasts an in¬ 
crease in non-clinical jobs in 
health care such as medical 
clerks and assistants, bilin¬ 
gual service reps, health and 
safety co-ordinators, and clin¬ 
ical data managers.

One was a revolutionary dis¬ 
covery that won the Nobel 
Prize while the other is a 
technology born of the Titan¬ 
ic disaster, and both X-rays 
and ultrasounds are a critical 
part of Canada’s health-care 
system. 

The two fields are related 
and some technicians are 
trained to operate both, but 
most specialize as either a 
radiological technologist or 
an ultrasound technician. 
X-rays primarily deal with 
people who have been in¬ 
jured, while ultrasounds are 
largely used to monitor preg¬ 
nancies. 

Julie McHugh is a radio¬ 
logical technologist for Cap¬ 
ital Health in Halifax. She 
mostly works in the operat¬ 
ing room, but also covers the 
emergency room and walk-in 
clinics. She likes the work 
variety, but says the round- 
the-clock shift work can take 
a toll. 

“It is rewarding, but it can 
be stressful at times because 
working in the emergency, 
we do have the trauma situa¬ 
tions,” she says. 

X-ray technicians produce 
images of internal organs and 
bone structure to help diag¬ 
nose medical problems. They 
also educate patients about 
what is happening and en¬ 
sure they receive the lowest 
possible amounts of radiation 


during the treatment. Most 
work in hospitals or private 
clinics. 

X-ray technologists must 
complete a two- or three-year 
college or hospital program 
in diagnostic radiography, 
or have a bachelor of health 
sciences in the field, plus 
undergo a period of super¬ 
vised training. Licensure with 
a regulatory body is required 
in all provinces. Certification 
by the Canadian Association 
of Medical Radiation Technol¬ 
ogists is required in all prov¬ 
inces except Quebec. 

Ultrasonography has its 
roots in the sinking of the 
Titanic, which compelled sci¬ 
entists to find better ways to 
detect underwater icebergs. 
An advanced version of that 
sonar technology is used to¬ 
day to monitor pregnancies, 
as well as to diagnose heart 
problems and brain disor¬ 
ders. Students must complete 
a three- to four-year univer¬ 
sity course in sonography and 
register with the relevant au¬ 
thorities. 

Almost all ultrasound tech¬ 
nicians work in hospitals, 
with a few employed by pri¬ 
vate clinics. Both radiological 
technologists and ultrasound 
technicians earn between 
$38,000 and $50,000. 

McHugh says as well as 
having an aptitude for the 
technical work and a talent 
for problem solving, the job 
requires strong people skills 
to deal with other medical 
staff and patients.

If a career in health care 
sounds appealing, you might 
want to consider working 
with the country’s growing 
elderly population. 

Expect plenty of jobs as 
population predictions show 
the number of baby boomers 
hitting retirement age will 
continue to increase for an¬ 
other 20 years. 

“There’s no question that 
services for the aging popu¬ 
lation will be increasing in 
demand,” says Pat Irwin, 
president of ElderCareCan- 
ada, a firm that consults on 
services for seniors. “But if 
you’re seeking a career in this 
area you have to genuinely 
care for seniors.” 

Health-care careers for 
seniors cover a broad spec¬ 
trum. Some call for minimal 
formal training, while others 
require years of post-second¬ 
ary education. Places of em- 
plo 3 mient include nursing 
homes, retirement commun¬ 
ities, seniors’ community 
centres, public health clinics, 
hospitals and home care. 

Let’s consider some ca¬ 
reers in elder health care: 

• A personal support worker, 
formerly known as a nurse’s 


aide, assists with bathing, 
dressing and ensuring medi¬ 
cations are taken. The PSW 
requires six to nine months 
of training in an accredited 
facility such as a community 
college. 

• A registered practical nurse 
(RPN) or licensed practical 
nurse (LPN) or registered 
nursing assistant (RNA) do 
routine medical assessments, 
such as taking blood pressure 


and temperature under the 
direction of a qualified med¬ 
ical practitioner or RN. 

• A registered nurse (RN) and 
nurse practitioners graduate 
from a formal program of 
nursing education. They pro¬ 
vide more extensive health 
care and may dispense medi¬ 
cation. 

• Occupational therapists as¬ 
sist elderly patients who may 
have trouble getting around 


after a broken hip or a stroke. 
These professionals are t}^)- 
ically educated at a master’s 
degree level. 

• A physiotherapist provides 
physical rehabilitation and 
pain relief They assess a pa¬ 
tient’s physical abilities and 
needs and develop an indi¬ 
vidualized treatment plan in¬ 
cluding therapeutic exercise, 
manipulations, massage and 
education. A master’s degree 
is required to practise this 
profession. 

• Speech language patholo¬ 
gists have expertise in as¬ 
sessment and intervention 
of t 3 q)ical disorders of com¬ 
munication and swallowing. 
A master’s degree or equiva¬ 
lent is the minimum require¬ 
ment. 

• A dietician is a health-care 
professional who focuses on 
proper food and nutrition in 
order to promote good health 
for seniors. A bachelor’s de¬ 
gree plus an internship is the 
minimum requirement. 

• Geriatric social workers 
help the elderly deal with 
their relationships and solve 
personal and family prob¬ 
lems. They try to improve 
the quality of life for seniors 
and help alleviate some of 
the negative aspects of aging. 
Generally, a master’s of social 
work degree is required.

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Paint your way to cleaner air 


Damage control. Can 

a new kind of paint 
‘react to pollutants 
and neutralize them’? 
Metro investigates

Most efforts to combat air 
pollution focus on keeping 
pollutants from hitting the 
air in the first place. 

Ultimately, that simply 
isn’t possible — especially 
in the world’s biggest, most 


polluted cities. 

But now an innovative 
company in the Philippines 
has found a way to remove 
dangerous nitrogen oxides 
(NOx) from the air in traffic- 
snarled Manila. 

... Using paint. 

“We’re trying to turn 
something that is harmful 
to human health and the 
environment into some¬ 
thing that is essentially 
harmless,” says Johnson 
Ongking, vice-president of 
Boysen Paints. 

The product — called 
Boysen KNOxOUT — is an 
exciting new use for titan¬ 
ium dioxide, a chemical 


commonly used to make 
paint white. 

“When you make it into 
a really small size, you 
amplify its ability to react 
to pollutants and neutralize 
them,” Ongking explains. 

“It also gives the paint 
self-cleaning properties. 
It’s really powerful stuff.” 

Basically, the paint reacts 
with light and the water va¬ 
pour in the air, snagging 
NOx and converting it into 
calcium nitrate, a far less 
dangerous compound. 

“Calcium nitrate is used 
as a fertilizer,” he adds. 
“So, in essence, what you’ve 
done is locked up a harm¬ 


ful gas into a solid particle, 
that can just be washed off 
the wall.” 

The paint causes the re¬ 
action, but isn’t actually 
consumed by it. This means 
the titanium dioxide cata¬ 
lyst never gets saturated. 

“As long as the paint’s 
on the wall and you’ve got 
a source of light, the pro¬ 
cess just keeps going on. 
It’s really the water vapour 
molecules doing the work.” 

Tests at high-pollution 
traffic junctions in Manila 
are showing a 20 per cent 
drop in NOx levels. 

The company is now 
commissioning eight gi¬

It’s 
imbelievable,” said the Victoria 
native, who finished the race 
in 91 hours 39 minutes two 
seconds. “This is incredible. It’s 
a dream come true.” 

Like the rest of the riders, 
Hesjedal had been through a 
demanding moimtain ride to 
the top of the SteMo Pass in 
northern Italy on Saturday. 

“Yesterday was extremely 
hard,” he said. “I got through it
